Simon Stowe, 55, 
Takes Own Life 

111 Health Is Believed Cause 
of Suicide; Was High- 
ly Respected 

Coming as a shock to his many 
friend in this community, of which he 
had been- a highly respected citizen, 
was the* death of Simon S. Stowe, Fri- 
day afternoon at his home here. 

Stowe, who was 55 years of age, was 
believed to have shot himself during a 
period of despondency caused by the 
belief that he was suffering from the 
onset of an incurafble ailment. Moti- 
vated, it is thought, by the fear that 
he might become a burden to his fam- 
ily, he is believed to have purchased 
a 12 gauge shot gun on tihe pretext 
that he wanted it for hunting, since he 
has not previously owned one. 

The body was discovered by his 
step-daughter, Irene Chinn, around 
3:15 o'clock. 

He is also survived 'by his wife, Myr- 
tle; by a son, Russell, of Antioch, and 
a step-son, Robert Chinn, also of 
Antioch. 

A brother, Ira, of De Pcre, Wis., and 
three sisters, Mrs. Sarah Jerik of Wau- 
kegan; Mrs. Emma Larschied of Green 
Bay, and Mrs. James Flynn, West Dc 
Pcre, also survive. 

He was born Feb. 22, 1885, at Law- 
rence, Wis., and was the son of the 
late George and Delia Stowe. 

He had lived in Antioch for the past 
14 years, and was engaged in business 
as a truck operator. He was a man of 
high character, and was greatly es- 
teemed by all who knew him. 

The Rev. W. C. Henslcc officiated at 
the funeral services Monday afternoon 
at 4 o'clock in the Strang Funeral 
home. Burial was in Hillside ceme- 
tery.

Social Security Claims 

May Be Filed at P. O. 

Qualified individuals living in Lake 
and McHenry counties who wish to 
file claims for old-age and survivors in- 
surance .benefits may file through the 
Waukegan field office of the Social Se- 
curity Board regardless of the place 
of previous employment. 

According to Albert S. Lewis, Man- 
ager of the Waukegan field office, it 
has recently heen brought to his at- 
tention that many employees believe 
they must file claims for benefits in the 
community in which they were em- 
ployed. Consequently, the claimants 
may have been put to unnecessary ex- 
pense and inconvenience with resulting 
delay in the development and payment 
of their claims. 

As the Bureau of Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance is an agency of the 
Federal government, operating on a 
nation-wide scale, the services of the 
Waukegan field office arc available to 
any employee regardless of the place 
where the social security account num- 
ber was issued or the employment oc- 
curred. 

A representative of the Waukegan 
office visits Antioch on the second 
Thursday of each month and is station- 
ed at the post office from 10 a. m. to 
12 noon. The next visit will be on 
December 12 when he will assist any 
qualified individual who wishes to file 
a claim or obtain information concern- 
ing qualifying requirements.

The nation's big defense program is really going full 
blast.

Two "Four Generations" at One Party 
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AN EXACTING DISCIPLESHIP 

: LESSON TEXT— Luke 0:40-C2. 
. GOLDEN TEXT— No man. having put hit 
■hand to the plough, and looking back, Is fit 
for the kingdom of God.— Luke 0:G2. 

Weak-kneed, watered-out, and 
."sickly" religious philosophies and 
activities have no right to call them- 
selves Christian. Following Chris* 
is not just a sweet sentimental im 
pulse expressed in smooth words 
and formal religious exercises. It 
is a vital, virile, sacrificial faith 
which leads the true follower of 
> Christ to be willing" not only to die 
for Him, but also to live for Him 
in the face of opposition, hatred, 
yes, "through peril, toil and pain." 
Let us put away these insipid im- 
itations of Christianity which so 
often masquerade under its name 
and face our time with a call to 
discipleship which demands every 
fine, noble, manly and womanly 
quality. The lesson for today re- 
veals that following Jesus (and 
please remember you are not ready 
to live for Him until you have been 
born again) calls for 
i^I. Co-operation (w. 49, 50). 
•The placing of the little child in 
their midst (w. 46-48) and Jesus' 
[/words concerning true greatness re- 
pealed to John that hp, had been 
wrong in condemning the one who 
I tvas working for Christ but who was 
Snot of their party. The true disciple 
recognizes that the man who truly 
loves and serves Christ is to be ac- 
cepted in His name. We may not 
like his appearance, or his language, 
.or his methods, or his friends, but 
we ought to love him and co-operate 
with him. Let us begin to practice 
that as well as to say we believe it. 

II; Humility (vv. 51-53). 
«• Gross discourtesy, evidently in- 
spired by national hatred (the Jews 
and. Samaritans had no dealings 
with each other), was shown toward 
: the Lord Himself. His reaction 
gives us an example of humility, for 
He said not a word against them. 
.The true follower of Jesus should 
",. expect such treatment from a hos-

That spirit has persisted 
in the church, the desire to coll the 
fires of heaven (and possibly of hell) 
to destroy those who hinder or op- 
pose us. Such is not the spirit of 
our God and His Christ, for He is 
"long-suffering to us-ward, not will- 
ing; that any should perish, but that 
• ; all should come to repentance." 
IV. Sacrifice (vv. 57, 58). 
The writer dislikes to use the 
word "sacrifice" in connection with 
our life and service for Christ, for 
in reality we sacrifice nothing which 
is not more than replaced (read 
Matt. 19:29). But at the same time 
it is true that God docs call upon us 
as Christians to hold nothing dearer 
than our devotion to Him.
